C. Spain-Cuba The Spanish-government has approved the 
sale to Cuba of a 13.000-ton ship now under constru c- 
tion in Bilbao. 



D. Latin America The long-delayed Congress to set up 
a Latin America labor front for Castro and the Com- 
munists is due to get under way in Brazil on Friday. 

Aside from setting up the new organization, the Con- 
gress, which will probably include representatives 
from several Communist nations, will offer yet another 
forum for anti-American agitation.

Laos The agreement Monday between Premier Souvanna 
PEouma and Pathet Lao chieftain Souphannouvong to 
neutralize the old royal capital of Luang Prabang 
and move the government there is likely to run into 
stiff opposition from right-wing leader Phoumi. 

Phoumi ’ s cooperation is needed to bring the agree- 
ment to reality* and he wants first to see equivalent 
concessions from the Communist side. 

Hungary-US There has been some reduction in Hungarian 
jamming oT VOA (and BBC) transmissions, and the for- 
eign ministry in Budapest has indicated that it will 
be stopped completely in a short time. Rumania cut 
out jamming VOA last summer. 
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
